OTHER  ACCESSORIES: 

A  5-foot  steel  t-post  was  set  3.8'  above  grade  and  0.5'  north  of  the  stone.  A 
Monroe  County  Surveyor  Marker  sign  was  attached  to  the  south  side  of  the 
post  (facing  the  stone),  2.9'  above  grade. 

OTHER  OBSERVATIONS: 

The  stone  was  found  leaning  downhill  (north),  covered  in  moss,  and  7 
inches  above  grade.  I  exposed  the  top  1 .5  feet  of  the  stone  and  it  was  still 
solid  in  the  ground,  but  no  markings  were  observed.  I  verified  that  the  stone 
was  a  carbonate  rock  with  a  drop  of  hydrochloric  acid  before  spray  painting 
it  orange  on  October  24,  2017.  The  stone  is  approximately  12  feet  south  of 
the  remains  of  east  and  west  fence.  The  fence  could  have  been  built  for 
convenience,  as  it  is  located  along  the  south  top  of  bank  of  a  steep 
east/west  ravine.

ORIGIN:  This  is  not  an  original  GLO  corner.  In 
November  of  1871,  Alexander  Spencer 
(Reference  Survey  ID  000023  -  Monroe  County 
Survey  Book  2,  pages  182-183)  set  a  stake  at  this 
corner.  No  evidence  of  his  witness  trees  was 
found.  We  recovered  planted  stones  at  several  of 
the  other  corners  shown  on  the  1871  survey  that 
also  called  for  set  stakes.  A  stone  was  found 
1316.44  feet  north  at  CICr_P24,  and  a  stone  was 
found  1321.53  feet  east  at  CICr_Q25.  All  of  the 
other  found  stones  were  also  unmarked  limestone. 
This  stone  was  accepted  with  no  associated 
uncertainty. 

HISTORY  AND  SEARCH  PROCEDURE:  The 

stone  is  on  the  south  side  of  an  east/west  ravine, 
approximately  12'  south  of  the  remains  of  an 
east/west  fence  that  runs  along  the  top  of  the 
bank  of  the  ravine.  There  is  a  newer  woven  wire 
fence  heading  west  and  south  approximately  42' 
west  of  the  stone.  The  east/west  portion  of  the 
newer  fence  is  only  about  2  feet  north  of  the 
section  line.  This  corner  is  on  the  Lawrence 
County  line.  I  do  not  have  any  survey  records  for 
the  offset  corner,  but  based  on  the  original  fallings 
it  should  be  55.6  to  56. 7  feet  west  of  the  stone.
